Scranton told the politically- 
divided 1965 Legislature today 
that

Pennsylvania back on the road 
to greatness and he challenges 
politicians of both parties to 
keep it there. 
In his annual State of the 
Commonwealth message to a 
joint session of the General As­ 
sembly, the governor reported 
the state would have a substan­ 
tial but unspecified surplus at 
the end of the current fiscal 
year and that he will propose 
sharp spending increases—par­ 
ticularly for education, mental 
health 
and 
public 
welfare— 
without increasing taxes. 
The governor’s speech gen­ 
erally reviewed his first two 
years in office and he spent 
considerable tim e in the ap­

Quixote" or a “Pilgrim’s Prog­ 
ress.” But even at so great a 
loss I would not want to invent 
a single jail more!

Walden Pond, John Muir his 
mountains of California, md W. 
H. Hudson had his vast Argen­ 
tine pampas. 
Who can but glory in the 
arm s of Nature — alone? There 
are all the forces of life that 
are genuine and inspiring. There 
is the greatest of all universities 
where the most unlearned may 
become intelligent and apply his 
learning in every walk of life. 
There you will find more in- 
stuctors than in any institution 
of learning in all the wold!
